One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  men  who  enlisted  in  the 
army  received  a  bounty.  The  whole  amount  of  bounty  money 
voted  and  paid  by  the  Town,  together  with  that  raised  by  sub- 
scription, was  twenty-seven  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five dollars,  ($27,375.)  Other  expenses,  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  forty-one  cents,  ($5,874.- 
41.)  Total  expenses,  thirty-three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-nine  dollars  and  forty-one  cents,  ($33,249.41.)  There 
were  fifty-five  men  who  enlisted  in  the  army  and  twenty-five  in 
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tlie  navy  who  received  no  bounty.  All  of  the  Town's  quotas 
under  the  different  calls  of  the  President  were  promptly  filled, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  war  a  surplus  of  twenty-two  men  over 
all  calls  was  remaining.  These  facts  and  figures  show  conclu- 
sivel}^  that  Swampscott  has  never  been  wanting  in  patriotism, 
or  backward  in  fulfilling  her  whole  duty  toward  the  ofovernment 
and  the  country.
